known better, actually was foremost in the 
suppression of the new mvyement; and 
backed. up with her influence the Palace 
intrigue, which but for the part taken by 
Japan would have ended in the murder of 
the Emperor, and the immediate return of 
the Empire to barbarism. _But_the "people 
of China have not forgotten their Emperor, 
and their instinct: has had a curious ex- 
position in a little incident. that occurred 
on the Lith ult,- at Shanghai.
